But, icnsoiii "A Commotter,"— " If two 
persons owned the whole of the land in Pitt 
Town they would only he allowed to run as 
much trock upon the common n> it they only 
had 100 acre* each."

longed to two pen^onr. It is not pruhablo that a 
common would huebeeit given ilimt si nil; 
but Autidieds of familiealire on tho Tut Town 
Unda and etrM has a common tight; ao "tlttl 
it li not thaqun ity rifland that showa the 
number nf stock that mer run. but the manner 
5n which it is divid-cd.'"

Koria 
thia all : fjr as, par 100 sheep per month, the 
trustees may permit "any one" to tun as 
many sheep as. they please, n.lv, we hate 
soon them permit a man who has not a 
common Tight to run a fl^ck of sheep on t'te 
common, yet " A Corn mouct" reproaches the 
injured comtnoncts for stating their grievances 
and asserting their rights. Ua lells ua that 
ahecp and est tic have been on the commnn lor 
the lest forty yuan. Yes: during the moat of 
that time a few persons appropriated tho 
common to themselves i their sheep have 
driven our cattle from, or have starved thtm 
en, tho eornmon, It was hoped that whan a 
dEud was granted, and trustees appointed 
our grievances would have been redresaed. 
Vfe hava been disappointed, We did Wrong 
in appointing to tho trusteeship a person who 
at one lime had 1 000 sheep depicturing on the 
Commoi, and who at thu, moment hni Hi 
shcap otl it, though his acres a:e neither maty 
nor valuable, Vfo trua;od to h^ honour, now 
we auifer for bavins; too muolt oonfidencn in hia 
integrity— howeter, I expro.-s the wish of 
most of the commoners, wtien I say that ho 
should resign— if be will not— If tho present 
atale and bye-laws remain uniacdiEUd, Still, 
Lhe commoners are not without hope — they 
hate an Impartial Governor, and .hightninded 
fjounutto apply to for redress, end ss a last 
rescutci they are prepared to o,?p£iLtolhe 
judges of the Supreme Quirt. If truydreija 
that the uttslcea aan authorise 11 any penon" to 
carry away and sell our best limber, cin con- 
vert the common, which was granled for the 
use end benefit of "tho settlors, cultivators, 
and oth^r irthahitanta of Pitt Towu,' F tnfci 
sheep runs, even for thslr hsnent who hava 
not t common right -we will, th>ra, but not 
liil then.be ■ilent.thoagh even then we would not 
be satisfied. I believe, howeter.tbat thear j ndg-a 
will apply iha principle laid down by Itituil- 
[OH, 11 that it is of greet importance in a state, 
not only to guard eociEty againat the oppres- 
sion of its rulers, b it to gusrd one port of so- 
ciety againat the inju.iloa of tho other part."

3m, — An n colotiiet, I feel deeply 
interested in tho great question of our 
New CoiiatiLuLiun ; Etrtd I holtl llmt every 
one who lias lhauj.Lt at all art the sub- 
ject ii called upon to express his views. 

And first : Let us, Sir. dearly under- 
stand what arts thn principles wo wish to 
embody in our neiv polily, 

Mr. W'xjiTWOtiTH'i avowed aim is to 
perpetuate hianarahy, :nui to ereals sti 
artstociatlc cioas in tha colony, which 
does not at present exist. 

The aim of Ms chief opponents, how. 
ever disguised, ia to prevent lhe estab- 
liahment of uin aristocratict Qlettnent al all j 
nni "lhe inevitable tendency of their 
doctrines is to bring about republican 
ideas, and ultimately a republican form 
uf Government, 

As a. subjsot of the most. powerful, tho 
most glorious, and the freest monarchy 
under heaven, and as a colonist of Aus- 
tralia, I am, decidedly opposed to the; 
propagation of . republican priiieAples; 
and I share Mr. Wentwoiith's desire 
to introduce an anatccratic clement into 
our polity. : Biit I totally disajtjee with 
him us to tho means of attaining that 
object. 

Hereditary legislation never existed 
in any country but England. Its vices 
are enormous ; its iidvnntogeB doubt Till. 
At all otrchts, it cannot bo established' in 
anew country. The thine in purely im- 
possible. Mr. W Elf two rt it'll proposal 
to creats an hcredituty order of nobility, 
out of which an Upper Houset nf I egia- 
laturD should ba u lli matcly elected, would 
result in a close oligarchy. It is there- 
fore, in my opinion, inadmissible. Hut 
I think that lhe creation of titles of tlis- 
tiuciiori, hereditary or personal, accord, 
injf to the plonsuro of the Crown, is 
hi(thly (JestirJhlo ; and I have observed 
wilh astonishment and disgust tho sneers 
with which professing loyalists, — men 
who babhle about the glorious British 
Constitution, — have recei^erl the bare 
idea that an Auntialirtn colonist should 
be distinguished by the fuvout of his 
Sovereign. Under tboso tracers lurk 
republican prlnciplea— or else they nie 
unmeaning and contemptible. 

Being entirely opposed to republican- 
ism, I am entirely opposed to the theory 
that lha Upper Honso should lie elected 
by the people, nnd he direclly re- 
sponsible to tho' people. Those should 
be the characteristics, of the Lower House 
only. . Tbo Lower House is properly tho 
rcjirtscntntivo of tho nation, 

The-Uppor House should be, as nearly 
as is practicable, lhe embodiment of the 
ivindom, Lnlent, education, and authority 
of. the Slate, Being so, it wo did, as a 
matter of course, he the virtual repreacn- 
laiivo of property in its Highest sense ; 
not, as is proposod in the neighbouring 
colony of ' Victoria, the actuitl representa- 
tive of a certain class of proprietors of en 
arbitrary amount of money value. 

Thti Upper House should be the lirtf- 
iimracy of the country ; itsliould consist, 
in theory nt least, of lliO ics; Med, Now, 
I sift Fialififiud— perfectly satisfied— Ihttt 
popular election, under any conceivable 
modification, will never sceuni the rclnrn 
of the btui mm. Witness Ameiica, The 
American Senate, the only body in lhe 
State ihrtt boars a high character, La culled 
info existence by a machinery which is 
not practiCflblo here, but which is very 
difftiront from popular election, The 
l'resi J enK who mo eluded by Iho people, 
are notoriously not the besL men in the 
country.

Besides, iE lhe Upper House were 
tdected by tho paoptc, the legitimate in- 
fluence of lhe flroivn in iho miminiitlra. 
fion of lhe ntfairH of the monarchy wduIJ 
he iinpaircfl, if not dcHtroyed.

I am opposed to nomiiiceiim, ss it 
eiists in tho Australian coltinics ; and if 
no other reason against it could be found 
lltsn Lhat it d-tn ™l ijire itUin/isclion, I 
,'hinlt it ought lo be at once condemned 
lo die without benefit of clergy. We 
have no business ^;tafalish a Contlitu. 
lion tihieh„.^iH'«ii/ tjive*ijtisfaetian. . 

But I conceive that the ri^ht of elevat- 
ing- a man of worth to a fest in the higher 
branch of the Legishiluro should be s 
free rigktorihe Crown, lo.Le exercised at 
its .discretion.

Tho guiding ileaa in reference to the 
crcalion of an Upper House should be, 
purely and simply, " Revision and Con. 
serration." 

Now, it is lo be borao in mind that, 
under our new polity, wo are to have 
" Responsible Government," — in other 
words, thai the representatives of tho 
people— the Lower House — will, by their 
votes, make and unmake the Adminis- 
tration, The members qf the Administra- 
tion, therefore, will be, not directly the 
elected of the people, but the approved of 
tho people. 

Bearing this in mind, I eoin3 unw to 
propose o echcoic of an Upper 
House, which appears to mo to 
avoid most of tho dilTieulitea which 
have beset the question, ejccepL tho dif- 
ficulty of satisfying lhe democratic repub- 
licans ; whom I do not c von attempt to 
please.

Tito chief features of such w Upper 
House would be these : It would consist 
exclusively of jioreons distinguished by 
their public services, or hy lhe talent and 
energy which would have raised thtm to 
the position of members of tho Adminis- 
tration. It would consist of men tried in 
the various branches of public life ; experi- 
enced in tho administration of offuirs ; 
ramiluiT with the tlteoiy and practice of 
politics ; and mixing constantly with, all 
ranks of the people. It would represent 
the talent, the wisdom, tha property, and 
the moral worllt of the State. It would 
he essentially an ariitooraiio body, 
attached to monarchical principles, and 
yet intimately connected wilh tlio pro- 
gresaive interests of tho colony. It 
would include the elected of tho people, 
and the representatives of the Crown. 
It would, from its mturE, ho aa inde- 
pendent as it is possible for any body or 
men to he ; whilst it could not' become 
p'igiiddccU, being subject to continual 
change, in its pemantiel nnd iV* numbers. 
It would not be antagonistic to the 
Lower House, as i purely nominated or 
a purely elected House would Immedi. 
ataly become. It would, preclically, 
closely resomblet the Homo of 
Lords ; because it would be 
open to all classes af colonists; be. 
cause It would bo a great and attainable 
nbjoct of ambition; and because it would 
command the general respire', of the com- 
munity, It would certainly not entirely 
exclude favoritism, because that ie im- 
possible ; but it would be singularly 
free from local jobbery. I nlluch 
greet importance to tlio freedom 
from limtlalion 'as to nwmSerj', It 
is very desirable that the Upper Houso 
should include persons who need not be 
constantly in Attendance upon legislative 
business, but whoso personal influence 
and weight might be exercised, like that 
of ihs l'sors of Fngland, in their general 
intercourse wilh their fetlow.eolonists, in 
their particular localities, and in their 
variuus walks in life ; thus bringing 
about hearty und generous mutual confi- 
dence and esteem bettveen the higher 
and lower classes of society. It will be 
remembered that tbo groat mojority of 
tbo Peers of (Thgiimd do not Itikc an active 
part in leglalatlon, which ia to a great 
eitent carried on hy lhe modern peers ; 
who owe their elevation diretfly, in moaL 
esses, to thu approval of tlio public bo 
stnwed upon idem, during a long nnd 
arduous career in their particular avoca- 
tions. ■ , . - 

Ibis glorious TeatuTC of the House of 
Lords,— its perpetual renovaiion by the 
irttroduclion or the aristocracy of talent, 
— would! be reproduced among un by the 
scliorne which 1 submit. By this scheme 
wo should avoid clnss -interests ; we 
slimilrl avoid hereditary legislation end 
exclusive privilege ; wo should gel rid of 
nomineeiHm ; wo should get rid of double 
election, prcpoillcos, and nil tho other 
nostrums nnd clumsy contrivances which 
have been suggested by persons, honestly 
desirous, no doubt, of constructing a per- 
manent and i-atitrnclory form of Govern- 
ment, but whose judgment i> unfortu- 
nately trammelled by their thoughtless 
pledge to lhe cleclive principle. We 
should got rid of r-csiilii.y in the Upper 
House. Finally, we should get rid uf 
" Yankoeism" effectually. 

I anticipate that the scheme will he 
objected lo n» being rounded on ud jura. 
ttakrit. I admit that, 13 ut if such a 
stupid objection is urged, I have nothing 
more lo say then lhat I pity the fool who 
can urge it.
